GERMAN SPIES IN 


NORWAY ARE CAUSE 


OF MUCH TROUBLE

Ohristiania, Nov. 28.—Norway dur- 
ing the last half of this year has had 
hi same experience of German spies 
as the United States went througn 
hefnrt. it entered the war, spies, work- 
ing everywhere3 under 'the direction of 
espionage centers in ^e neighboring 
countrlOT, Sweden and Denmark. 
Thanks to the work of the police, 
especially in Chrlstlania, many of them

JUDGE GRIMM GIVES 


VIEWS OF THE LAW 


OF REGISTRATION 


Circuit 'Judge Grimm when inter- 
viewed today by a Gazette' reporter 
relative to the new order of President 
Wilson requiring the registration of 
all alien enemies, was emphatic in his 
declaration that he considers it a war 
feature of undoubted wisdom. 
"It is the only way," he said, In 
which some measure of control may 
be exercised over enemy sympathizers 
and their disloyal proaganda and ac- 
tivities. It is true that such a general 
order of necessity include* perhapo 
fifty German residents who are loyal 
in heart to our country to one that is 
disloyal, Includes many whose sons 
are in the ranks and Who are support" 
ing our .government with all the means 
at their command, who hate the Ger- 
man military autocracy more intensely 
than -can those who have never suf- 
fered under its iron: heel, and whose 
only fault has oeen that they neglected 
to apply for citizenship during- th* 
time of peace; but these should re- 
member that prompt and cheerful ac-. 
quiescence on their part in the presi- 
dent's order will he another evidence 
of their loyalty! to this country, and 
they fihould rejoice in this special op- 
partunity of aiding th« government in 
curbing disloyal, anti-American activ- 
ity on part of those who are still blind 
to the immeasurable 
blesslnga 
of 
American liberty. 
"No one truly loyal need fear our 
government. He may 1>e put to some 
inconvenience; some measure of sac- 
rifice may by force of circumstances, 
be called for; but if he be really loyal 
to our country he has nothing to fear. 
And Because we are-fighting to free 
the people of the land of his birth 
from the lash which .he fled, us well 
as the world from the tyranny of mil- 
itary autocracy; since the security of 
riglit government—government of the 
people by themselvos—is threatened 
with -destrucaon, he should be more 
than -willing to make, the sacrifices 
which necessity demands. 
Knowing 
that because of his alien birth the fln# 
eer of suspicion may at any time point 
his way, he should seize with alacrity 
every opportunity to manifest his loy- 
alty to our government. If she fails 
to do so he foolishly invites trouble.'

CONCRETE SEA-GOING 


BOATS A SUCCESS 


A. rD. Whlppl* Speak* to Local 
Bus- 


lncM M«n of Colowal Possibili- 


ties of Heenforced Concrete 
, 


"Concrete ocean going ships 
are 
now a reality." This was the asser- 
tion of A. D. Whipple, chief engineer, 
structural bureau'of the Portland Ce- 
ment association who spoke last even- 
Ing at the offices of the 
Janesville 
Sand and Gravel company, of the won- 
derful possiblltles of the use 
of 
ce- 
ment in the building of ships. There^ 
were twenty-five of Janes-trifle's repreJ 
sentative business men'present. 
"A three hundred foot concrete ves- 
sel can be built in two months. There 
is now being built a concrete boat in 
San Francisco which will be 
three 
hundred and thirty feet 
long when 
completed. 
It has a forty-four 
foot 
beam and a moulded depth of. thirty- 
one feet. This vessel is being equipped 
with 2600 horse power engines. A boat 
will be launched this 
week in Mon- 
treal, Canada, which Is one hundred 
and twenty-five feet long. The work 
on this boat was begun early In Sep- 
tember. The facility with which these 
boats can be turned out is marvelous, 
and their sea going power la an as- 
sured success. A San Francisco 
Mo- 
tion Picture company had a forty foot 
yacht built of concrete 
because 
a 
concrete boat Is steadier 
in water 
than any other make." 
Mr. Whipple also told the men, that 
it is a curious fact that the first re- 
enforced concrete used in Tmildlnif was- 
used in constructing a boat. M. Lam- 
bot of Caries, France, built a small row- 
boat In 1840 and this boat is still in 
service after sixty years,of use. 
It 
was exhibited at the Pans exposition 
in 1855. 
"From 1855 the Introduction of con- 
crete for ship building was gradual. 
In 1887 Holland built an all • concrete 
baige for.use in the canals, and this 
barge is still in use. 
In 4899 Carlo 
Gabelline of 
Rome constructed 
a 
barge and this barge is also still 
In 
use In Italy. The teats which some 
of these vessels had to undergo before 
they were accepted were so severe 
that a wooden or steel vessel Is com- 
pletely outclassed, in 
safety, 
speed 
and general utility. The tests which 
the Italian government 
applied 
to 
the first concrete vessel it purchased 
were: ramming Into an abutment of 
piles and being rammed by a steel 
tug 
The concrete boat passed this 
test and wasy accepted by the govern- 


"The life of concrete boats is longer. 
than the average boat, wood or steel. 
No barnacles or any marthe growths 
can attach themselves to the hull of a 
concrete vessel. Neither can it be in- 
fested with vermin'as in the wooden 
boats *' 
Mr.' Whipple remarked durinff his 
talk that the government is building 
400 lighters for the New York harbor, 
all of which will be concrete. He also 
projected a series 
of slides which 
^showed the several steps in the build- 
ling of concrete boats and several pic- 
'tures of boats now-Jn use. 
iHe related a story of a.lumber Jack 
in the northern woods who built a con- 
crete boat during his leisure 
hours 
in spite of the scoffs of his 
friends 
who laughed at the Idea of a floaUng 
stone boat. This boat was bought by 
the Universal Portland Cement com- 


1 pany and presented to the Reserve Ma- 
rine Corps at Chicago, where it is in 
constant .use. 
' 
He said that launches and pleasure 
boats are now being built and in use 
which give absolute satisfaction 
to 
their owners. A concrete launch can 
be made more graceful and artistic 
than a boat- of any other make.

WOMEN AND GIRLS TO 


WORK ON THE FARMS 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 28.—When three 
classes of people—retired 
*armfr«, 
unemployed boys-in villages and cities 
and women mn& girls—b»ve been rnop- 
iliied and trained for service the prob- 
lem *f producing more food will at 
least bt partially solved. 
This is the answer given to the la- 
bor Question by H. C. Taylor, agricul- 
tinUv economist in. the University of 
Wisconsin and » practical .dairy farm- 
er as well. In his opinion the farm 
labor problem i^theinost -Serious ques- 
tion which confronts American agri- 
culture today. We need to produce 
more food than formerly 
and 
the 
farms aliist spare-an important, frac- 
tion of their labor.- force to go to the 
front and to the munition factories. 
la consequence the American f*™er 
is coaftronted with a pr6bl*m of hav- 
1ns: rtw- xteopU to do. much work, or 
of mobllSni some latent forces. 


"The retired, farmer should 
look 
upon himself as part of the nation's 
agricultural reserve," 
declare* Mr. 
Taylor. He estimates that there are 
& million of these m«n who are capa- 
ble of ~Uoing a very great amount of 
(arm work. Some of them are more 
or less disabled and are unsuited for 
the heavy •work of the farm, but are 
skilled in the driving of horses and 
in the handling of machinery. 
The.."greatest difficulty in utilizing 
for farm labor the unemployed boys 
of the villages and the cities is, ac- 
cording to -Mr. Taylor, that they are 
unskilled in the work of the farm; 
rarely possess the work habit and all 
to- often have highly sumptuary hab- 
its. Where the conditions are favor- 
able these boys, he believes, can bo 
used to the beneflxof the boys, the 
fanners and the cause of liberty. Mr. 
Taylor expresses a confidence that 
farm life and farm labor will best 
equip them for duty at the front, if in 
a lew years they are -called upon for 
military service. 
"The best way to use these boys is 
to place them with mature men, who 
the patience to train them and 


'who know what to expeat in the way 
of results," continued Mr. Taylor. 
"It 
each retired farmer would hunt up • 
pal in the form of a lilgh school boy 
and work with him all summer on • 
farm he would be doing double aenrice 
for his country. The most serious ob- 
jection to the high school boy ton the 
part of the farmer is their «xc«sstve 
demand for wagps. They are appren- 
tices and should be willing tofcvork for 
small compensation, but they ar« usu- 
ally vigorous advocates of high wage* 
and short hours.
